Protecting Pennsylvania shippers 
by removing the irresponsible truck­ 
er from intrastate business was one 
of the jobs accomplished 
by 
the 
public service commission in 
1933. 
At the same time the business of the 
responsible trucker was safeguarded 
from 
competition 
by tho illegal 
trucker operating on a shoe-string. 
The commission issued more than 
4800 certificates 
of 
public 
con­ 
venience to truckers in 1933. 
Each 
certificate 
holder is required 
to 
carry public liability and property 
damage insurance. Tile commission 
considers this requirement essential 
for the protection of the shipper in 
view of the increasing value of the 
property now transported in trucks 
and also became of the Increasing 
number of truckers. 
Limits Permits 
The commission protects the au­ 
thorized trucker. 
No authority is 
usually given to begin a competing 
service in the same territory where 


adequate service at a fair rate is 
being given. Certificate holders vio­ 
lating the commission's regulations 
or truckers operating without a cer­ 
tificate are dealt with by the simple 
expedient o f suspension 
o f 
their 
motor vehicle registration. 
This work involved the holding of 
300 formal hearings by the cornriiis- 


I sion last year. These were hearings 
j where formal protests had been filed 
; with tile commission 
by 
truckers 
1 who believed their territory was be­ 
ing unnecessarily invaded. In addi­ 
tion, similar protests were ironed 
(.ut by the commission at 350 in­ 
formal hearings. 
There were 2700 
certificates issued without hearing to 


persons whose 
applications 
were 
satisfactory and no protests were 
filed. 
Certificates are granted only after 
the commission has fully investi­ 
gated each applicant, the need for 
the service he proposes to give, and 
his ability to perform it properly.
